No. A. 110U->!2liSJ-E. 11112565—In the recent 
past, a number of changes have been brought 
about in the Import-Export Policy framework 
keeping in view the .structural changes which have 
taken place in the economy. The institutional 


framework for implementation of the new policies 
has, however, remained largely unaffected. The 
Government recognised that, as a corrollary to the 
fundamental changes in the objectives and struc¬ 
ture of tire Import Export Policy, suitable changes 
should be made in the Import & Export Trade Con¬ 
trol (I&ETC) Organisation for its transition from a 
primarily regulatory Organisation to a promotional 
and developmental one. The I&ETC organisation 
has to be a service Organisation to the Importers] 
Exporters on the one hand and it has to generate a 
sound data bass for policy formulation on the other. 
Keeping these objectives in view. Government have 
decided to se up a Study Team to undertake an "in- 
depth study” (T the Organisation and structure of 
the Office of the Chief Controller of imports and 
Exports, and to suggest measures as may be ne¬ 
cessary to improve its management capabilities. The 
Study Team shall consist of :—

2. The terras of reference of the Committee will 
be as follows : 

fa) To review the role, functions, organisa¬ 
tion, structure, methods and procedures 
in the I&ETC Oi-ganisation. 

(b) To redefine the role and functions of 
the T&ETC Orf^nnisatton in the field of 
Tmport|Export Trade. 

fc) To suggest appropriate changes in the 

set-up of the T&ETC Organisation as a 
whole including staffing policies. 

fd) To review the existing framework of 

ImportlExport nromotion nolicies and 
to suggest simplification of procedures 
with a view to reducing the scope for 
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delays and complaints instilling confi¬ 
dence in the staff for being able to take 
expeditious decisions, and also projecting 
a better image of the Organisation. 

(e) Introduction of Computerisation to build 

up a sound data base and information 
system for planning and corrodination 
of Foreign Trade Research and Analy¬ 
sis related to the requirements of policy 
formulation. 

(f) To suggest measures for establishing 

close coordination amongst I«feETC dr- 
ganisation and customs, banks and 
other agencies dealing with import|ex- 
port trade. 


The Study Team may, if necessary, consider any 
other aspects related to the above terms of refe¬ 
rence, 

3. A Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports will act as Secretary to the Study Team. 

4. The Study Team will formulate its own proce¬ 
dures of work including engagement of consult¬ 
ants), if considered necessary, for any specific area 
of its work. 

5. The Study Team wiU submit its repr^rt with¬ 
in a period of six months. 

6. The Headquarters of the Study Team will 
be at New Delhi.
